Mr. Smith (Nipissing)—Resolution—That this House supports the addition 
of prescribed drugs and medication costs to present Family Benefit pay- 
ments, in the same manner as hospital and medical costs are now included. 


Mr. De Monte—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, employees 
have the right to be actively included in any planning for change arising 
from automation or industrial rationalization, the effect of which would be 
to make substantive changes in their working conditions or cause re- 
dundancies. 


Mr. Sopha—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this Legislature, it ought 
to be an offence for any person to eavesdrop on the conversation or actions 
of other parties by any means whatsoever, except under the strictest 
controls as prescribed by law. 


Mr. Bratthwaitte—Resolution—That this House recognize the reality of noise 
pollution as a factor in the daily lives and welfare of the people of Ontario.

Mr. De Monte—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, employees 
have the right to be actively included in any planning for change arising 
from automation or industrial rationalization, the effect of which would be 
to make substantive changes in their working conditions or cause re- 
dundancies. 


Mr. Sopha—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this Legislature, it ought 
to be an offence for any person to eavesdrop on the conversation or actions 
of other parties by any means whatsoever, except under the strictest 
controls as prescribed by law. 


Mr. Bratthwaitte—Resolution—That this House recognize the reality of noise 
pollution as a factor in the daily lives and welfare of the people of Ontario. 


Mr. Shulman—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, this 
Government should consider establishing a fund out of which payments 
may be made to compensate victims of crimes of violence, or their de- 
pendants, to be administered by a Board constituted to hear applications 
and make awards for compensation. 


Mr. Jessiman—Resolution—That financial assistance should be provided 
to needy students in our primary and secondary schools, as well as in 
university to ensure that no one is forced to drop out of the school system 
as a result of economic pressure. 


Mr. Apps—Resolution—That a Department of Youth should be created to 
deal with the social needs and problems of our youth. 


Mr. Reid (Scarborough East)—Resolution—That elementary and secondary 
school student records be treated as confidential so that private informa- 
tion is not released or used without the written consent of the individual 
concerned. 


Mr. Peacock—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the Ontario 
Housing Corporation, in respect to the displacement of tenants from 
lands acquired directly or at arm’s length by the corporation, should be 
subject to the provisions of The Expropriations Act, 1968-69, (Bill 5), in 
the same manner as the Crown. 


Mr. Lawlor—Resolution—That consideration be given by this House to 
the ideas, and their justification or lack of it, set out in Volume I of the 
Royal Commission Inquiry into Civil Rights. 
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20. Mr. Kerr—Resolution—That (a) the record of people convicted of an 
offence while a minor under any statute in Ontario, except The Highway 
Traffic Act, be expunged if no further conviction has been recorded against 
such persons for a period of five years; (0) the Ontario Government make 
representation to the Federal Minister of Justice to have similar amend- 
ments made to the Criminal Code to erase criminal records incurred by 
minors who, upon reaching their majority, have become respectable 
members of society. 


21. Mr. Trotter—Resolution—That Ontario should introduce a mandatory 
system of automobile insurance based on the principle of compensation 
without fault that would reduce the case load on our courts and ensure 
prompt and fair payment for the injured in line with the recommen- 
dations of the Select Committee on Automobile Insurance. 


23. Mr. Bukator—Resolution—That the Workmen’s Compensation Act should 
be broadened so as to include injuries and incapacities sustained off the 
job, and that the increased coverage be financed by the savings accruing 
from investigators not having to determine whether an employee was or 
was not actually working on the job at the time the injury or incapacity 
was sustained.
